Belle Glade man hospitilized 


with St. Louis

A 66-year-old Belle Glade 
man is out of the hospital after 
being diagnosed with St. Louis 
Encephalitis on Friday, Oct. 17.

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October’s bright blue weather

I don’t know about you, but 
October has quickly become 
one of my +favorite months, 
especially October of 1997. 
Traditionally, these 31 days can 
be a very hot, humid and wet 
period. In fact, October ‘is usu- 
ally our third wettest month of 
the year. 

Yet, this October .has been 
different. The rainy season, 
that six month period that pro- 
duces most of our annual rain- 
fall, ended the last day of 
September - that’s about two 
weeks early, 

Just last weekend, the first 
significant cold front of the sea- 

„son swept across the state, ush- 
ering in the coolest air in over 
six months. Finally, we can 
turn off the air conditioners 
and open the windows. October 
of 1997 - what's not'to like? 

In other parts of the country, 
however, October often means 
the first snow of the season. 
Just recently, for example, 
snow was recorded in the 
mountains out west and in 
parts of Minnesota and North 
Dakota. 

For some people in our area, 
snow is a four letter word that 
should never be said in polite 
company. These folks no doubt 
have spent many years in the 
Great White North, suffering 
through blizzards, bitter cold 
and ice storms. 

Today, they live in sunny, 
warm Florida, where the’ only 
snow shows up on TV, usually 
when the cable goes out. 

Others, however agree with 


the poet John Whitaker 
Watson, who wrote, “Oh, the 
snow, the beautiful snow, filling 
the sky and the earth below.” 
This group is composed mostly 
of young people, many of whom. 
have never actually seen snow 
but would love the opportunity 
to build a snowman or toss a 
snowball. 

From a meteorological stand- 
point, snow is a fascinating 
form of precipitation. After all, 
it is’ a fact that no two 
snowflakes are alike, Amateur 
meteorologist. W.A. Bentley 
went to great lengths to prove 
that point. 

Bentley spent 50 years of his 
life making microphotographs 
of thousands of individual 
snowflakes. Over 2,000 of these 
pictures were published in 
1931 by* the American 
Meteorological Society. 

Sometimes you don’t need a 
microscope to examine. a 
snowflake, For example, on 
January 27, 1887, it snowed in 
Ft. Keough, Montana. Nothing 
too unusual about that except 
these snowflakes were huge,

Most of the time, however, it 
is not the quality of the snow, 
but the quantity. In 1995, 
Buffalo, New York set a 24- 
hour snowfall record of 37.9 
inches. New York City had its 
biggest one day burst of snow 
when 25 inches fell on the day 
after Christmas in 1947. 

Sometimes you don’t even 
need clouds to make snow. It’s a 
Phenomenon called diamond 
dust, where ice crystals con- 
dense directly from the air and 
fall to the ground from an oth- 
erwise clear sky. The crystals 
look just like snow. 

And while it is very rare, it 
has even snowed in south 
Florida. During the winter of 
1977, snow fell as far south as 
Homestead and even in the 
Bahamas! 

Yes, snow is a fascinating 
form of precipitation that, as 
far as-I am concerned, should 
be studied from a distance. 
Let’s keep that white stuff up 
north where it belongs so that 
we can enjoy more. great 
October weather, 

The poet Helen Hunt 
Jackson speaks for me when 
she says, “O suns and skipe and 
clouds of June, and flowers of 
June together, Yes cannot rival 
one hour, October’s bright blue 
weather.”

News of the South Florida’ 


The South Florida Water 
Management District is the 
local sponsor for one of the 
world’s -largest public works 


projects (the Central and 
Southern Florida, or C & SF, 
flood control project). The 


District is mandated to operate 
the federal system for both 
flood control and water supply. 
Over the years, however, a 
greater appreciation of the 
value of natural ecosystem has 
evolved, adding another dimen- 
sion to our management and 
operating criteria - environ- 
mental benefits. 

Today, our goal is sustainabil- 
ity - ‘to balance the needs of 
both people, and nature, while 
continuing to meet federal and 
state mandates. 

The vast expanse of lands 
and water stretching from the 
headwaters of the Kissimmee 
River to Florida Bay make up 
the Kissimmee-Okeechobee- 
Everglades (K-O-E) ecosystem: 
Since the. late 1800s, people 
have sought to tame and use 
the K-O-E system. They have 
drained flood plains and 
and deepened or 
changed the course of water- 
ways. The system is suffering 
from loss of wetlands and 
uplands, from pollution and 
contamination, from interrup- 


tion of nature’s hydrologic cycle 
and from loss of wildlife. These 
and other signals suggest that 
the rising tide of growth could 
overwhelm the natural system. 
The system has its limits and 
no part can be changed without 
impacting other parts, as well 
as the whole. 

To reverse some of these loss- 
es, in 1988 the state initiated 
the “Save our Everglades” pro- 
gram which continues today 
and includes the entire ecosys- 
tem: Striking a balance 
between man and nature and 
reversing the trend of environ- 
mental degradation throughout 
the system is a huge, daunting 
task to which the state and the 
District are committed.

“We need to continually, strive 
for a seamless continuum of 
services for women and chil- 
dren. It will only be with this 
community, collaborative effort 
that we as a society could ever 
expect to provide the responsi- 
ble array of health and human 
services.” 

As parents, we know that our 
responsibility lies not only in 
providing the items essential 
for food, clothing and shelter; 
we must also nourish their 
individuality, their personali- 
ties and their souls. The health 
of a young child goes well 
beyond the surface image; it 
enters into the mind and spirit 
the need to be stimulated and 


nurtured and the early identifi- 
cation and prevention of health 
and social problems. 

This all begins with early 
pre-natal care. For the health 
ofthe mom and the baby, it is 
important to enter the health- 
care system in the first three 
months of pregnancy in order 
to.detect any risk factors early 
on. By providing effective pre- 
natal services, we can prevent 
or reduce the risk of a low 
birth-weight baby, a substance- 
exposed baby or an infant 
death. For young children, di 
eases, injuries and disabilities 
can be prevented or reduced if 
consistent primary health care 
is received. One of the most 
crucial areas in promoting 
health in a young child is nur- 
turing-the child's self-esteem. 


Each year, almost a million 
children from low-income fami- 
lies enter a school classroom for 
the first time. 
classmates may face the new 
experience with confidence, 
many of the children who are 
less fortunate enter with health 
problems and a lack of 
esteem. Without the confidence 
to take on’the new challenges 
and changes in their school life, 
many fall behind and lose their 
sense of direction. 

Studies have shown that 
infants ‘thrive on one-to-one 
interaction in enriched environ- 


* ments and abundant language. 


The earliest years of life are the 
most critical in developing 
intelligence and emotional sta- 
bility. Quality child care and 
preschool can improve. school 


While other- 


readiness and reduce school 
failure. Joe Finnegan con- 
cludes, “Whenever I get a 
chance, I try to get everybody to 
stop and think beyond their box 
of reality, or profession 
become more aware of the c 
with our children.” It is the 
responsibility of everyone to

Pay phone rates may 


change for local calls 


As part of a decision to: prò- 
mote competition in the pay 
phone business, the Federal 
Communications Commission 
has eliminated the states’ 
authority to regulate coin 
charges for local pay phone 
calls. Therefore, beginning 
October 7, 1997, consumers 
could-be paying more than a 
quarter to make a local tele- 
phone call from a public pay 
phone in Florida. Consumers 
could also be required to pay 
for a local directory assistance 
call (411), which is currently 
free. Emergency calls to 911 
will continue to be free. 

Until now, authority to set 
rates for companies operating 
pay telephones in the state 
has resided with the Florida 
Public Service’Commission 
(PSC).. ` The current 
Commission-regulated coin 
charge for a local call made 
from a pay phone, such as 
those owned by BellSouth or 
GTE Florida, is 25 cents. The 
minimum duration of the local 

y phone call is 15 minutes 

shall continue to be 15 
minutes, although a company 
may choose to allow unlimited 
duration. 

“The Public Service 
Commission has concerns 
about the possibility of 
increased prices, but we do not 
have the authority to regulate 
rates anymore. Through our 
‘Consumer Alerts,’ we hope to 
educate consumers,” said Julia 
L. Johnson, Florida Public 
Service Commission 
Chairman. 

There are approximately 
1,000 pay phone operators in 
Florida, and more than 
117,000 pay telephones. 
BellSouth, the largest pay 
telephone company in Florida, 
owns and operates about 
40,000 pay phones. 

In other parts of the county 
where, pay phones have 
already been deregulated, the 
coin charge has usually risen 
to 35 cents for a local tele- 
phone call. However, prices 
may vary depending upon the 


pay phone owner and the loca- 
tion to the pay phone. 


With the popular use of cel- g 


lular phones, the reliance on 
public pay phones has dimin- 
ished over the years. But for 
many low income consumers, 
transients and teenagers, pay 
phones are a vital service. 
While effective competition 
generally benefits consumers, 


people in need of a pay phone? 


are not always in a position to 
shop for one. Deregulation 
couldalso result in owners 
removing some pay phones 
from locations that provide a 
public service, but are not 
profitable. 

While the Florida PSC will 


be prevented from regulating’ y 


pay phone coin rates, the 
Commission will continue ‘to 
exercise its authority over cus- 
tomer-disclosure requirements 
(the rate for a local call must 
be displayed on the pay phone) 
and quality of service com- 
plaints. Consumers wanting to 
register complaints about pay 
phone service need.to call the 
PSC’s Division of Consumer 
Affairs at 1-800-342-3552. 

The PSC continues to 
receive a number of com- 
plaints from consumers using 
public pay phones in the state. 
Here is a list of steps con- 
sumers can take to possibly 
avoid paying higher rates: 

“Before making a call, read 
the information on the pay 
phone to know how much a 
local call will cost; 

“Listen for the operator to 
identify which company is pro- 
viding local and long distance 
service; 

*Dial your preferred long 
distance carrier’s access code 
(may be obtained from your 
long distance company) if the 
company providing service to 
the pay phone is unfamiliar; 
and Tamu 

*Ask the operator how much 
it's going to cost for special 
services, such as collect or per- 
son-to-person call, before 
phoning.
